PG&E problems in Yankee Hill—Please HELP! 

Hi Bill, 



I'm emailing you regarding PG&E. I called them yesterday and they said the infrastructure was all in place and 
all they needed was the okay from Cal Fire and they would turn on our power. 1 called the Director of Cal Fire, 
and they said that was the first they had heard of it So then I called PG&E again today, and they told me that 
they didn't have access. I asked "access to what in particular." They said "we don’t know.” I asked if there 
was someone in charge that knew what access they needed, and they said no. I asked if they could give us a 
• rimftlinft, and they said no. I mentioned that giving residents a timeline would be a reasonable thing to do, and 
they said no. I replied that I would call you and explain what was happening to us, and that perhaps they conld 
explain it to you. 


It’s understandable that PG&E isn’t all that keen on anyone in our area because of the pending lawsuits, but we 
still need power. We are all electric in that area, and we have NO toilets or showers because we have NO water 
because our wells run on electricity. Everyone has a small generator, but you have to have a HUGE one (5000 
watts) to turn the well over. And those are cost prohibitive for most of us that are on fixed incomes. So it’s 
becoming a sanitation problem. 


After 23 days of being evacuated, getting the run-around from PG&E is just causing more STRESS and 
FRUSTRATION, which none of us need right now. Fortunately, our road and the houses on it did not bum at 
all. We get our power from BERRY CREEK, over the lake, not from Highway 70 or Paradise. So my question 
is why won't they turn it on? There have been NO PG&E trucks on our roads since Sunday. I was told they 
were done working in our area. If they are done, why won't they turn the power on? The power on Big Bend 
Road has been turned on already. 


Anything you can do to help would be most appreciated. Our family has voted for you in every election, and 
will continue to do so because you are the only one that seems to care, really care, and you can get things done 
whereas we have no power at all as Butte County residents (for 25 years now) with PG&E. 


FYI: The phone company did give us a timeline and said that the phones would be up by this weekend. 

If there is anything you can do to solve this problem with PG&E, please help us. You have in the past, 
especially with PG&E when there have been extended power outages.
